Cheif Tom Furman 
Submits Figures 


The following signed letter has been 
received by the Menlo Park Recorder 
from Chief of oPlice Thomas Furman 
with a request that it be published: 


To Menlo Park Voters 
and Property Owners: 

I was appointed Chief of Police of 
the City of Menlo Park on January 6, 
1928, and to date have made 17 arrests 
in Chinatown and have co:lected in 
fines» from that source a_ total of 
$1,150. There have been 9 arrests and 
convictions of bootleggers who paid 
into the citiy treasury in fines a total 
of $3,650, making a total of fines col- 
lected from gamblers and bootleggers 
of $4,700; 14 bootlegging joints have 
been closed and 7 gambling cens put 
out of business. 

Therefore, quite naturally, that un- 
desirable element is more than anxious 
to get rid of ‘me at any cost, and 
through more or less indirect channels 
have been able to reach the confi- 
dence of respected citizens and are 
using them for the purpose of break- 
ing down our clean city government. 

They are now circulating a petition 
for the purpose of recalling two, and 
possibly three, of our councilmen, with 
the idea of putting forward candi- 
dates to run against these gentlemen 
who will be favorable to that element 
and against public decency. 

I call upon the clean, home-loving 
citizens of Menlo Park, and ask them 
to look back upon the condition of 
their little city just nine months ago; 
and ask them this question: Shall 
the city continue to run along in 
the clean, progressive and business- 
like manner that it is now running, or 
shall it be given back into the hands 
of the liquor dealers, gaimbiers and 
drug vendors? 

It is being said by those circulating 
the recall petitions that the city’s 
money is squandered by~ our trustees, 
and that long before the end of the 
fiscal year (July 1st) the money set 
aside for the iCty Budget will have 
been spent and that the citizens will 
be taxed to make up the Ceficiency. 
That is just as untrue as each and 
every one of the statements that are 
being made by some of these solicitors. 

As to our financial condition, there 
is in the City Treasury today $5,599; 
our Budget for this year is $9,400; that 
would be $783 per month, and with 
eight months of the year remaining, 8 
times $783 is $6,264; and if there was 
not a five cent piece to come into the 
citiy treasury between now and the 
first of July, 1929, we would be only 
$665 short. As a matter of fact, our 


“monthly expense, even with the in- 


creased salaries of our City Judge, 
City Attorney and Night Watchman, 
is only $695 per month, or $5,560 for 
the remainder of the fiscal year. And 
with collections to be made between 
now and July first about $7,500 bal- 
ance will be in our city treasury on 


Phat date, and these figures are true. 


Now what will actually come in 
within the next eight months is about 
$2,000 in business licenses, about 
$1,500 in fines, and over $4,060 in city 
taxes, which by the way have not been 
increased a penny over your taxes of 
last year. You may ask, if $4,000 is 
coming to the city in taxes, it must 
come from some source. That is true; 
it comes in this way: Last year and 
all other years before that, you paid 
the county, in addition to other taxes 
a fifty cent road tax; this year that 
same fifty cents is paid by you, but 
instead of going to the county road 
tax it comes to the City of Menlo Park 
for a city tax. Those of you who live 
within the city limits of Menlo Park 
do not pay one penny more than 
those who live outside said city limits. 

The enemies of clean and progres- 
sive government are trying to cloud 
the new streets and sidewalk issue by 
stating that the Menlo Park City 
Councilmen will arbitrarily force the 
property owners throughout this city 
to lay streets and sidewalks whether 
they want to or not. That is decidedly 
untrue. 

It is true that the city councilmen 
wouid like to see all the proverty own- 
ers get together and make that im- 
provement, knowing that by so doing 
the property values would surely ad- 
vance beyond the cost of such im- 
provement, not forgetting the uniform 
good it would do the city in general; 
for every person knows that no city 
can really advance unless it has good 
streets and sidewalks. 

It was with this thought in mind 


that Councilman Walker made the 
motion that the City Engineer present 
plans and specifications, establishing 
lines and grades, and then circulate 
petitions among the property owners 
upon any given street, so that they, 
the property owners could voice their 
own opinions as to whether or not 
streets should be paved and sidewalks 
be laid upon their own street and at 
their own expense. 

Councilman Walker, knowing that 
even though each and every property 
owner throughout the whole city would 
be willing and anxious to have the 
street work done on their own particu- 
lar street at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, such work could not actually be 
started before late spring, made a mo- 
tion that the sum of $300 be immedi- 
ately set aside for the temporary repair 
of streets throughout the city; and I 
can assure you that some of the holes 
in our best streets were both wide and 
deep and surely needed repairing. 

This motion to repair the streets was 
most vigorously protested and voted 
against by two of our councilmen, but 
over their protest this motion was car- 
ried by the three councilmen who are 
now threatened with a recall petition. 
This $300 was expended upen the re- 
pair of chuck holes in our public 
streets, and the work was done in a 
businesslike manner and under the 
supervision of Councilman Alexander 
Walker. 

Councilman Dr. Alfred E. Blake, feel- 
ing that the progressive citizens of 
Menlo Park should be given a chance 
to express their opinion upon the 
question of building a City Halli, the lo- 
cation of which should be secured at a 
time when property values would be at 
their lowest, namely the present time, 
had passed a resolution asking all 
property owners to immediately sub- 
mit to the City Council a description 
and price of their properties they 
thought might be suitable for City 
Hall purposes, and from properties so 
submitted a location could be settled 
upon by public choice; and thereafter, 
when location and price of property 
and building being determined, a bond 
issue could be voted upon by the citi- 
zens of Menlo Park. Councilman 
Blake said, when making this motion, 
that it was not for the city council- 
men to say as to whether there should 
or should not be a city hall, but that 
the determination of that question 
should be left to.the voters themselves 
to decide. 

And again, when our health officer, 
Dr.’ Zieber, stated to the Council that 
the health of our children was at 
stake, and asked for money to combat 
the spread of diptheria, the money to 
be used to buy Toxine Anti Toxin for 
inoculation of children exposed to this 
dreaded disease, Counclman Blake, 
being himself a physician, immedi- 
ately made a motion to give our 
health officer $100 for the purpose as 
stated above. This motion was unani- 
mously adopted. Would you call that 
Squandering the city’s money? 

Councilman J. C. Ellis caused a let- 
ter to be written to the State Highway 
Commissioner, asking his Commission 
to pave the Highway from curb to 
curb within the incorporated limits 
of the City of Menlo Park. This im- 
provement undoubtedly will be made 
in the near future. 

Councilman Ellis also caused a let- 
ter to be sent to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company asking that com- 
pany to repair their street adjoining 
their depot, which request was com- 
plied with almost immediately. 

These three gentlemen, Councilmen 
Blake, Ellis and Walker, have stood 
for and voted for every measure that 
tended toward the upbuilcing and ad- 
vancement of business interests and 
property values in the city of Menlo 
Park. 

Of all the business transacted by 
our City Council, each issue was pass- 
ed unanimously by the poard with 
but three exceptions, the first being 
when a permit was denied by the 
vote of Councilmen Blake, Ellis and 
Walker for the paving of a street 
which would not extend frorn curb to 
curb and commonly known as an oiled 
road. These gentlement took the stand 
that if streets were to be laid they 
should be done properly and under 
the supervision of our city engineer. 

The second disagreement was, as I 
have already stated in this article, 
upon the question of making the 
necessary repairs upon streets now in 
existence. : 

The third and last disagreement was 
when the question of passing an ordi- 
nance increasing the mothly salary of 
our city judge from $25 to $50 was 
brought up, Mayor Weeden and Coun- 


DR. ALFRED E. BLAKE 
GIVES OUT STATEMENT 


Dr. Alfred E. Blake, Commissioner 
of Police and Fire of Menlo Park on 
being interviewed by a representative 
of the Menlo Park Recorder yesterday 
called to attention the memorable 


event of the city’s incorporation on 
November 15th of last year. At that 
election, he received the highest vote 
for councilman and was duly appoint- 
ed the first mayor, and that when he 
assumed that office there was not 
one dollar in the treasury. The mu- 
nicipailty started on its way with 
“promises to pay” for stationery, 
equipment, hall rent, furniture and 
printing. In brief through the effic- 
ency of the Police Departraent and 
the general management of the coun- 
cil, there are no outstanding obiiga- 
tions, other than the customery cur- 
rent expenses, and there is over $5500 
on hand in the treasury. 

There has not been one cent de- 
mand on the people, nor has there 
been an increase of taxes. There is a 
marked improvement in traffic law 
enforcement and also motor vvehicle 
parking, police and health laws are 
being enforced and the general wel- 
fare of the public is safeguarded. 

Also there is now underway the 
adjustment of the street names and 
the numbering of the houses. In the 
Spring sidewalks and street work will 
be taken up and submitted to the 
vote of the people. All of which indi- 
cates progress and prosperity, and 
the increasing value of property.
